"You" meaning the City of Dixon, 
and "Us" meaning Swissville. 


We admittedly stumbled around 


on that question, not thinking 
that there was a price connected 


• with such an annexation. Our 


column remarks has consisted of 
a mild suggestion that all petty 
differences be dropped for the 
good of all and for the future 
progress of the community. 
This man said that he was "all 


set" with a cesspool, and for that 
reason wasn't concernedfiwith the 
sewer issue. 


Later, in mentally reviewing the 


conversation, we came to the con- 
clusion that, actually, Swissville 
is part of the city already, that 
annexation would be a formality, 
a recognition by its good citizens 
that they are ready to accept com- 
munity responsibility. 


Still later; we attempted to put 


ourselves in the position of the 
Swissville residents. What if we 
owned sv home or property in that 
area? What would we do? Would 
we make .the- effort•"to' join the 
city, pay a .25 cent higher tax 
rate, -for example, and demand, 
in a good loud voice, *ome of the 
services the city offers its citi- 
zens? The answer was easy. Of 
course- we would! 
But, again, we were a resident 


of the- city; we weren't in Swiss- 
ville. There's no estimating the 
tenor of a community unless you 
live in it, gossip over the back 
fences, get a good line on the com- 
munity leaders, the rabble-rousers 
and solid citizens alike.

Maybe the situation is best, sym- 


bolized by the discussions over 
Swissville's sewer contract with 
the city. Wa believe that Atty. A. 
H. Hanneken is indulging in some 
demagoguery when he terms the 
city's demands "a gun-in-the-back" 
proposition. Atty. Hanneken is rep- 
resenting the people in the Swiss- 
ville sanitary district (a small por- 
tion of the entire area) but he cer- 
tainly can be expected to present 
his case to the. council in a vigor- 
ous manner. But to indulge in 
those terms, he is being unjust and 
unfair and addirtg a lot of unrelat- 
ed heat to what should be a plain, 
business proposition. 


What the Swissville contract 


.irtds up to is that more and more 
people are getting a clearer 
realization that suburban living 
isn't all that it is cracked up to 
be.

Lowell Park Tragedy:, 
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A simple water safety precaution probably saved the 


lives of three small Dixon children about 7:30 p. m. Wednes- 
day when the boat in which they were riding collided with 
a speedboat and sank in the Rock river just south of Lowell 
park. 


The children, Barbara Fries, 2, 


and David Freeman, 3, daughter 
and son of Mr. and Mrs. George 
Fries, Jr., 605 Second St., and 
Carla Ward, 8, daughter of Mr. 
and Mrs. Charles H. Ward, 610 
Second St., were kept afloat after 
the collision by the small lifejack- 
ets they were wearing, according 
to Tom Jordan, Lowell Park police- 
man. 


The children were riding with 


Mr. and Mrs. Fries in a boat pow- 
ered by an outboard motor. Their 
craft was traveling upstream at 
the time of the mishap. 


The speedboat, thought to be 


piloted by "BUI1 Shaw, Polo, was 
traveling downstream. The two 
boats collided nearly head-on, ac- 
cording to some of the hundreds of 
eye-witnesses in the park. 


Observers said that the speed-

today. 


State Superintendent 
of 


Public Instruction Vernon L. 
Nickell told The Evening 
Telegraph this morning that 
his department has notified 
the district of the loss of rec- 
ognition. 


The action means: 
1. The loss of state aid funds 


which, according to unofficial 
figures, amounted to $31,224.88 
for the 1954-55 school year. 


2. A ban which prohibits 


schools In District 271 from any 
competition—music, sports, «tc. 
—with any accredited school. 


3. Graduates of District 271 


high schools must take entrance 
examinations when seeking ad- 
mission to Illinois state colleges 
or universities. • 


• An unofficial result of non=re.cog- 
nition is the difficulty in maintain- 
ing a teaching staff. Teachers oft- 
en are leery of accepting positions' 
with non-recognized 
school dis- 


tricts.

On Probation 


The district had been on proba- 


tion since the 1953-5* school year. 


Decisions on recognition 
are 


retroactive for one year. 


The loss of recognition dates 


back to the beginning of the 1951-55 
school year, but Nickell said the 
state aid would oe paid for that 
year. If the district makes enough 
progress toward 
better 
schools 


during the 1955-56 year to achieve 
recognition or probationary recog- 
nition next June, Nickell said the 
state aid will not be paid, even 
though the recognition would cover 
the year, to balance the 1954-55 
state aid paid, but not earned. 


Nickell said the future of the 


school district, "now is up to the 
people in the district."

He said all schools must meet 


lie minimum standards set over a 
ong period of years. "We felt that 
we could go no further with them.

the tragedy and appointed a gov- 
ernment commission of Cabinet 
ministers to inquire into the disas- 
ter in which 12 Americans per- 
ished. 


Breaking a 24-hour silence, the 


Bulgarian Telegraph Agency, in a 
broadcast communique, said the 
El Al Constellation left its course 
over Yugoslavia Wednesday and 
entered Bulgarian atr space "with- 
out warning'; over Train. The town 
Is- about 35 miles northwest of So- 
fia. The airliner was flying from 
London via Vienna and Istanbul to 
Israel.

The plane crashed into the side 


of Mt. Onnlo, less than five mile* 
north of the Greek border and 
about 18 milea east of the Yugo- 
slav frontier. A Greek military 
source in Salonika said Wednesday 
the pilot, a Briton, apparently had 
followed the Struma Valley just in- 
side Bulgaria instead of his regular 
route along Yugolsavia's ;Vardar 
Valley, 60 jniles west of the fron- 
tier. 


First word that there were no 


survivors from the crash came 
several hours earlier from a Bul- 
garian foreign official in Sofia. He 
told The Associated Press in Lon- 
don by telephone that "all art 
dead."

please be advised tha; the speed 
on BOTH bridges is the same, 
20 miles per hour. Let me go a 
little further and explain that the 
City of Dixon does not set this 
speed limit. The speed limits on 
all of our city streets are set by 
state statute and cannot be changed 
by action of our city council. 


For your added information, the 


legal speed in the business dis- 
trict is 20 miles per hour. 25 
miles an hour in the residential 
district, and 35 miles an hour in 
.he suburban areas. 


However, 
the 
department 
of 


public works, through the State 
Highway 
Department, has 
the 


authority to change these speed 
limits 
on a 
highway 
running 


through a city if after a speed 
and traffic survey they find that 
the speed is either too high or too 
low. 


One other item to remember,

facie" speed limits. This means

fic control. It is accepted by all 
motorists as a fair device because 
he knows that wherever he finds 
this type of control he is going: to

devices are so g:ood. we would 
use more of them.

the members of the city council

The Doctor Says 


Youngsters' Habits May 
Be Due to Unhappiness 


By EDWIN P. JOKDAM, M-D. 


Several problems related to chil- 


dren are considered in this column. 
Mrs. K.. for example, says that 
her eight-year-old daughter has 
been sucking her thumb since she 
was a baby. She has also been 
pulling out her hair. 


These bad habits and others like 


them, do commonly come together 
and are particularly frequent in 
infancy, though they are likely to 
be outgrown. When they persist as 
long as eight, one would suspect 
some unhappiness in the young- 
ster's life. 


Whether such unhappiness lies 


in the home itself, at school or 
among playmates is hard to tell, 
but it is doubtful that the young- 
ster will stop the habit until the 
source of the unhappiness is re- 
moved or lessened. 


Opinion varies on whether habits 


of this kind should be ignored. 
Likewise, there is some difference 
of opinion as to how much harm 
is done. 


THE DIFFERENCE of opinion, 


however, relates more to very 
young children than older ones. In 
all probability, advice from a phy- 
sician, or at least attempts to get 
at the source of the difficulty, is in 
order for Mz-s. K's daughter. 


A similar problem comes from 


a parent who says that her three- 
year-old boy hold's his breath, The 
letter goes on to say "I hit him 
one 
time without a moment's 


notice and that is when it start- 
ed." Here too is almost certainly 
a case of a bad habit which has 
developed as the result of some 
deep-seated unhappiness. 


Breath holding is not uncommon 


in small children and like thumb 
sucking and similar habits will 
usually be outgrown. Affection and 
ignoring the episodes of breath 
holding will probably lead, in time, 
to an end of this habit. 


MRS. M. M. SAYS that she has 


a five-year-old son who received 
all his immunizing "shots" when 
he was eight months old. He was 
supposed to get his booster shots 
around two, but she forgot about 
them and wonders if it is too late 
to take hig booster shots now. 


Almost 
certainly the booster 


shots should be given now, and the 
fact that they were not given at 
two years of age is of relatively 
little importance. 


Another read asks, "is it normal 


for children's temperature, espe- 
cially those between the ages of 
four and seven, to rise during the 
day to 99.2 or 99.4 or ia this always 
a sign of infection?" 


IT IS WELL KNOWN that the 


temperature of almost anyone will 
vary somewhat during the 24 
hours. The inquirer might get an- 
other thermometer to make sure 
that the readings are accurate. But 
if there are no other signs of in- 
fection except the slight rise in 
temperature, one would probably 
be wise not to call the youngster's 
attention to it by taking the tem- 
perature too often. 


Mrs. L. writes that she has a 


little girl who has Uje family 
"nose." The mother wants to 
know if naything can be done to 
keep it from developing, and if 
plastic surgery later on is the 
answer. 


Personally. I should be reluc- 


tant to try to do anything about a 
family feature such as this, but if 
the family "nose" is particularly 
remarkable and would interfere 
with the youngster's 
happiness 


later on a plastic surgeon could 
be consulted.

The institution 
that is large can also have quality.

Quality is a mat- 
ter of resources and purposes, not 
of size. It is a matter of stand- 
ards, not numbers It derives from 
.people, not statistics " 


Small institutions he said, have 


a. "distinct and important place in 
American higher education, but 
its spokesmen do it no service by 
pretending that the large institu- 


tion is deficient in comparative 
'quality or that the university is 
indifferent to the individual life of 
! the student."

NEW YORK t*> — Personal sav- 


ing habits of Americans are report- 
ed changing. They are said to be 
putting a smaller share of their 
income into saving* and putting 
a larger share of it into present 
purchases. 


But there are few statistics with 


which individuals quarrel more 
than the on* on personal savings. 


Many a man says he can't be- 


lieve that American! are saving 
any money these days because his 
own family uses up every dollar 
he can make. 


And others who see their sav- 


ings accounts grow steadily year by 
year can't believe that Americans 
as a whole have suddenly changed 
their habits and have taken to 
living it up as fast as they make 
it. 


Merchants, manufacturers, bank- 


ers and investment managers have 
a very real interest in the sta- 
tistics on savings. If it's true that 
most Americans prefer just now to 
spend more freely and save less, 
the store keeper will order ac- 
cordingly for fall business. And the 
manufacturer will plan to turn out 
more goods for a. free spending 
public. 
' 


Bankers and investors want to 


know how much 
Americans are 


saving because they need to know 


where capital funds are to be 
found. The economy's growth is 
based to a great extent on the sav- 
ings of Americans as individuals 
and on savings of corporations. It 
is out of these that new plants are 
built and businesses financed. 


And so the government's sta- 


tistics on savings are 
always 


watched uot>ei>. 


But a special study group ap- 


pointed by the Federal Reserve 
Board to eye these statistics has 
just told a congressional subcom- 
mittee that improvement, in the 
gathering and reporting on savings 
data is badly needed. The group 
says the information given now is 
inadequate and should be pub- 
lished monthly instead of quarterly.

Aiken (R-Vt) and Sparkman (D- 
Ala) suggested today that top So- 
viet leaders be Invited to the Unit- 
ed States and that Vice President 
Nixon b« lent on a reciprocal viait 
to Russia. 


The two members of the Senate 


Foreign Relations Committee made 
these proposals after President 
Eisenhower told a news confer- 
ence Wednesday that exchange vis- 
its "throughout the whole echelons 
of government" had been discuss- 
ed informally at the Geneva Big 
Four conference. Eisenhower add- 
ed that no definite invitations were 
issued. 


Aiken noted that Prime Minister 


Eden had announced in London 
that Soviet Premier Nikolai Bul- 
ganin and Communist party chief 
Nikita S. Khrushchev will visit 
Britain next spring. 


"If they want to come over here, 


I 
know no reason why they 


shouldn't." he said. "I don't think 
we should ask them for an invita- 
tion, but if they want some high 
American officials to visit Russia 
I think Vice President Nixon could 
do some good on such a mission." 


Sparkman said in a separate in- 


terview he would "look with favor 
on any decision our government 
might make about sending either 
Vice President Nixon or Secretary 
of State Dulles to Russia. 


"I think it was a great mistake 


that President Truman didn't send 
Chief Justice Vinson to Moscow 
in 1948 as he had intended to do 
before the Republicans raised ob- 
jections to the plan."
